Washington, November 30.—(Special.)}— 
The-friends of General Johnston, whom Mr. 
Cleveland removed from his position as civil 
service conuMissioner without Assigning a 
cause and without granting the Iouisianian 
a hearing, are decidedly indignaut- As Mr, 
Cleveland has declined to furnish General 
Johnston with a reason for the removal, 
it is understood that friends of the latter 
wili intreduce resolutions in both houses 
of corgress; calling upon the president for 
his reasons for the*‘removal. This may 
start the revolt which seems almost sure 
to come jn coigress against some of *the 
president's methods. ‘There is a movement 
on foot among some of the democratic 
members to make a fight aguinst continuing 
the appropriation ‘for the civil service com- 
mission. To stop the appropriation would 
deatroy the As every oahe 
knows, the commission is one of the star 
shams of.the government.

Tt violates the laws under which it is 
supposed to exist almost daily. Two out of 
three of the commissioners are mugwump 
repubfieans whose chief objects are to pre- 
vent the remoyals of republicans. These 
two men, Roosevelt and Lyman, seem to 
have worked themselves into the good 
graces of Mr. Cleveland by toadying to 
him and pretending to be non-partisan. 
Indeed, they have gotten so near his heart 
that at their request and upon their state- 
ments, he renfoved that honest and good 
democrat, General Johnston. The. only 
showing the prosident gave him was to 
send Secretary Herbert to him with a mes- 
sige, asking hinn to resign and ‘take a con- 
sulship. As no reasons were given why he 
should re@gn and as Mr. Johnston did not 
want to descend from civil service com- 
wissioner to a third rate consulship, he 
preferred not to resign. ‘This answer being 
cupmunicated to the president by Secre- 
tary Herbert, Mr. Cleveltand’s anger was 
aroused and he summarily decapitated the 
Louisianian. The president had a right to 
do this as he had@the rigut to appoint Vau 
Alen ininister to Italy. The friends of Mr? 
Johnston insist that they shbuld have the 
right to know ‘tthe reason why. 
ar ‘ Drinkers Not Conssaited. 

A strong sentiment has been built up in 
the committee against increasing the tax 
on whisky on account of the opportunity 
it will give speculators to make large sums 
of money. . 

The whisky trust-people want the tax in- 
creased. It means large profits to them, 
for they have several millon’ gal- 
lons of = spirits now on hand. 
The Ixentucky and Pennsylvania 
distillers of fine whisky are, however, 
opposed to it unless the bonded period be 
extended to eight years instead of three, 
as it is at prsent. Just what the commit- 
tee will do no one knows. That may be 
decided tomorrow or it may be that the 
members cannot agree until a subsequent 
meeting. It is almost certain, however, 
that there will be a ce upon net incomes 
of corporations. If the whisky tax is in- 
creased at all it will not be more than 10 
cents a gallon. 

One of Judge Gresham's Tricks. 

A prominent democratic officia} in dis- 
cussing the Hawaiian muddle with me to- 
day gave this remarkable explanation of 
Mr. Cleveland’s position: | 

“Let me tell you about it,” “he gaid. 
“Secretary Gresham, you know, despises ex- 
President Harrison. He thought he saw an 
opportunity in the Hawaiian matter to 
queer the’ recent republican administra- 
tion, so to speak. He converted Mr. Cleve- 
land to his way of thinking. When Mr. 
Cleveftand sent Mr. Blount over there the 
Georgian had his instructions and went 
prepared to make out a Case in accordance 
with them. Mr. Cleveland now evidently 
realizes that he has made an error. But 
you know the president. He will not ad- 
init it. He is just that sort of a deter- 
mined man who will push the policy he has 
determined on through. I am afraid it is 
going to give him a good deal of trouble, 
but he will wait and see.” 

There has been much discussion here to- 
day «bout ex-Minister Stevens's reply to 
Mr. Bloynt’s report. Though Mr. Stevens 
is a republican, everybody adinits that he 
is a man of the highest character and great 
ability. 

Comment of an Administration Paper. 

The Evening Star, a paper which has al- 
Ways herct@fore supported Mr. Cleveland 
in everything, says editorially this evening: 

“If fair-minded Americans ever had any 
donbt as to the prejudiced incapacity of 
James H. Blount while he was acting as 
President Cleveland's minister, paramount 
in Hawaii, that doubt will. surely be re- 
moved by a careful perusal of the state- 
ment given to the press by ex-Minister John 
L. Stevens. No equitable mind.can longer 

misled by the ex parte testimony gath- 
ered by the president's personal agent or 
by the hate-engendered sophistries of Sec- 
retary Gresham. There is every evidence 
of truthfulness in the aggressive defense 
to which Mr. Stevens has been compellel 
by his bitter partisan critics and maligners. 
Mr. Stevens very charitaby makes allow- 
ance for Mr. Blount’s ignorance of diplo- 
matic matters, but the nation cannot easily 
excuse the engagement in so delicate a mat- 
ter of incompetence and prejudice when 
judicial ability is so plentiful.” 

Criticisine Mr. tilount. 

The San Francisco Examiner, the lead- 
ing democratic paper on the Pacific coast. 
has been criticizing Mr. Blount, of Geor- 
gia, rather vigorous'y for®his Huapvaiian 
report.

damaging admissions from the friends of 
the provisional government, in the ‘manner 
of a lawyer attempting to trip up a hostile 
witness. In this Jaudable effort he seems 
to have’ proved too much. He has-shown to 
his own satisfaction that the revolution 
was started without any apparent juetifica- 
tion by a dozen conspirators, trembling for 
their own safety, and who had ro be con- 
tinually prodded into action bW the Ameri- 
can minister. Mr. Stevens is pictured as 
recognizing the new government before it 
had any existence. and forcing it on the 
terrified people at the muzzles of the Bos- 
ton’s Gatling guns. That is not the way 
in which the s-tuation appeared to-persous 
who were on the spot at the time, which 
Mr: Blount was not. The Examiner cor- 
respondent in Honolulu, watching rhe revo- 
lution from hour to hour, and desembing 
what he saw as he saw it, told of the pop- 
ular turmoil that fullowed-the queen’s at- 
tempt establish a lottery. and overthrow 
the constitution. A mass meeting of white 
citizens was called, and of this the corre- 
spondent said: 
They Denounced the Queen. 

“*The white meeting was attended by 
about 1.200 reputuble people and = strong 
language was used in denouncing the action 
of the queen. A resolution authorizing the 
committee to take action and provide 
means for obtaining a stable government 
was adopted on a standing vote.’ 

“The representatives of {foreign govern- 
ments other than our own opposed the Iand- 
ing of American troops. If, therefore, the 
creation of the provisional. government had 
depended upon that intervention alone one 
would naturally think that they would have 
peen slow to recognize fhe new order of 
things. But The Examiner's contemporary 
account of the proceedings said: 

“The foreign representatives acknow!- 
edged the provisional government almost 
immediately, with the exception of Stevens, 
who hed back until he learned that Mar- 
shal Wilson declined to surrender until he 
was officially notified of ‘his acknowledg- 
ment.’ 

“Why should the foreign ministers hava 
been so prompt to recognize the work of u 
few conspirators, unsupported by public 
sentiment? And does not the guilt of the 
revajution, if there was any guilt about it, 
rest upon them as weil as upon us?” 

Corpurations Are Kicking. 

The corporations are making a vigorous 
fight against the propose§ plan of taxing 
their net ingomes. They argue that a cor- 
poration tax would readgh more people and 
poorer people than would a direct {income 
fax above $4,000. Milost corporations, they 
argue, are Gonmyposed. very large’y of snrall 
holders of stock. Tle tax would fa!l heavi- 
est, they say, upon these small holders. 
Again, they argue, there would.be a don- 
ble blow, inasmuch as a large namber of 
manufacturing concerns are corporations, 
and these would be deprived of protection 
by the customs part of tlhe bij] and taxed 
in addition by the internal revenue section: 

On the other band the advocates of this 
tax think it more just and easier{ collecta- 
ble than an individual income tax. The in- 
comes of corporations would be easily as- 
certained, while it is next to impossible to 
get at the incomes of individuals.

THE INCOME TAX. 
The Committee Will Keport Restricting the 
System to Corporations. 

Washington, November 390.—It has been 
defimiely determined that the income = tax 
system to be reported by the ways and tneans 
committee will be contined to a tax on the 
net incomes of al. corporations and a tax i 
suecession and legactes, Messrs. Bryan, Mce- 
Milian, Whiting, and others, made a strong 
tight for a plan broad enough *o include ail 
incomes of individuals in excess of $5,000 
per annum, bift they have been forced to 
acquiesce, in the wil of the majority and 
abandon the gratluated income tax in favor of 
me applying only io corporatious ‘and suc- 
CeSsSLOUS. 

The democratic members have now reached 
a definite conclusion on this subjee:, and it 
can, therefore, be confident.y announced that 
(ue Gucome tax system wili be narrowed down 
.o these specifte limits, unless the recommenda- 
ions of the commibree are upset in the house 
amd a general plan for a graduated tax on 
all incomes, private as Wel. as conporative, 
ie adopted. The commitiee in its report to 
the conum.teee will adopt a unique argument 
for restricting the system to corporations in- 
stead of appiying it to all individuals. They 
vill state that the greatest Money earping 
powers of the country are the conporavons, 
White the risk to individual stockholders is 
less than the risk in any private business. 
The corporations derive special advantages 
from legislation, one of which is shat, in the 
even: of commercial disaster, the stock- 
holders are only liable to the extent of the 
full vaiue of the stock subscribed; and that. 
to offse: these special advantages, they shou.d 
bear ‘a gengrous burden of the expenses of 
he government. The tax on corporations, 
therefore, wil not be a graduated.one, dut 
will apoly to all net earnings of whatever 
‘ageregated. This-is an esseastfai depar-ure 
from the time-honored. theory of an income 
tex, as most molitical econamists have favured 
the graduared system ienposing nothing on in- 
comes of less than $5,000 per annum, 2 per: 
eent on dhe excesses between $5,000 and 
$20,000; 5 per cent on the excess between 
»20,000 and $50,000, and 10 per cent on tbe 
excess above $50,000, 


HAS CONCLUDED ITS MAYESTIGATION, 


The Committee Investigating the Low Price 
of Cotton Nearly Ready to Report. 

Washington, November 30.—Reports re- 
ceived from the subcommittee on agricul- ) 
ture, which is investigating the low price 
of cotton, are to the effect that the com- 
mittee has at last concluded its investiga- 
tion in ‘the cotton-growing districts. The 
committee jis at present in New Orleans, 
where it has been engaged for the past 
ten days, having gone there from Memphis, 
where eight days’ timé “as spent. The 
investigation has been very thorough into 
the cause of the depression and the testi- 
mony of many persons who are in” posses- 
sion of facts bearing upon the question 
and of those who hold opinions, has been 
taken by the committee. 

There is some complaint of over-produc- 
tion and of the lack of diversity of crops ih. 
the south, but the general belief seems to 
be that the scarcity of money is the one 
great reason for the existing depression. 
The committee is expected to complete its 
labors in Memphis in time to reach Wash- 
ington for-the assemblage of congress next 
Monday, or a few days later. It is proba- 
ble that the committee will visit New York 
an® the cotton manufacturing districts 
of the eastern states soon after the holi- 


days.

surgeon Carter States That He Wasa Not In- 
terviewed in Savannal. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 30,—(Special.) 
Surgeon Carter, assistant to Surgeon Mur- 
ray in controlling the fever in this section, 
arrived in Brunswick tonight and was in- 
terviewed bv ~Dae Constitution's eerre- 
spondent in Tegard to ‘an alleged interview 
Which appeared in The Savannah News of 
Novemt®®, 29th with Health Offieer Brun- 
ner and trimsef. Surgeon Carter said: 
‘The statements quoted by the newspapers 
as coming from myself 1 know. nothing of. 
I never made such statement to any per- 
son. I reached Savannah at tem minutes 
to 11 o'clock at night and left at fifteen 
minutes to G the next morning. During 
that time I talked to no one that I remem- 
bor on the subject quoted, and T’am abso- 
lutely positive that I did not see or talk 
any hewspaper reporter. Before leav- 
ing Brunswick last summer I expressed the 
opinion that cases of fever had existed in 
Brunswick before the Branham case, and 
I am of the same opinion still. To support 
this opinion I have no absoiute proof. In 
fact, it is only a surmise based upon the 
lack of facts to prove the origin of yellow 
fever in Brunswick and the apparent fact 
that other cases of. fever oecurre| independ- 
ent of the Branham ease immediately af- 
terwards. The department wants proof of 
the origin .of fever in Brunswick..<1 be- 
lieve that there were cases before Bran- 
ham’s, but I repeat the statement that I 
have mo proofs to back it and wave never 
said so. We want proofs and are now 
looking for. them.” 

In response to the query as to his being 
quoted as stating that the person who wrote 
up the history of the Brunswick epideime 
should Know nothing of the facts about it 
or be in any way connected” with Bruns- 
wick'’s epidemic, Surgeon Carter said: “You 
are a newspaper man and should be able 
to explain that and I whl tell you why.

RGAN’S CHALLENGE. 


Hon. Jacob E. Dart Tells the Story of 
the Imbroglio, 


The Challenge Concocted in a Saloon, and 
Sentto Him bya Drunken Man—He 
Pays No Attention to It, 


Hon. Jacob FE. Dart, of Brunswick, newly 
appointed consul to Guadaloupe, West In- 
dies, is in the city en route to his post of 
duty, via New York. Mr. Dart was one of 
the most Conspicuous figures in the little 
band of devoted citizens whose gallant 
fight during the days of the epidemic at 
Brunswick is now happiiy a matter of his- 
tory. A sensational feature of those*days 
was the memorable imbroglio in which Mr. 
Dart amd Michael J. Egan, the correspond- 
ent of The Savannah Press, were the chief 
actors. Interest in the matter has been 
receutly revived by the alleged challenge 
sent by Egan, and Mr. Dart’s first state- 
ment concerning it wus made to a Consti- 
tution reporter at the Markham last even- 
ing. : 
“f am loathe to resurrect the matter,” 
said Mr. Dart, “but in justice to myself the 
facis should be known. This man Egan 


} came to Brunswick as the agent of an‘ At- 


labia groceryman. His conduct of the bus- 
iness Wag hut salistactory and a young man 
Wis seuif down lo ilvestigate. Jogan took 
umMbrage*at this and cowhided the young 
fellow, Who rewliated by carving him with 
a penknife. Vhat was his introduction to 
Brunswick. ' 

“When the fever set in,” continued Mr. 
Dart, “we organized a committee and ap- 
pointed men to make a- house to house can- 
Vass to ascertain Who was in need. Then 
it Wis that gan sent his celebrated “I°ood 
for Virthe” special to The Savannah Press. 
jn that he chargea my cousin, who is a 
luost estimabe young man, with 
ration uckets for the favors of certain 
women. it was an infamous charge and 
turned out to be an infamous calumny. 
We held a meeting and I denounced Egan 
in terms no gentleman would _ tolerate. 
Then he produced the aitidavits of three no- 
torious women of the town, to substantiate 
his story, and I[ gave him the lie again. 
Later on I[ received a letter from Pleasaut 
A. Stovall, editor of The Press, assuring 
me that no more scandals wld be pub- 
lished. 

“So much for preface. Now then, Egan 
allows sixty days to elapse, during which 
time he saw me continually. Then, just on 
the eve of my departure, after my passport 
had arrived, he sent me this letter.” 

Here Mr. Dart produced an envepe con- 
taining a sheet of small note’ paper, on 
which was written: 

jrunswick, November 23. 1893.—Mr. J. E. 
Dart. Brunswick, Ga. ‘Sir: Your forgetfulness 
of the satisfaction due to a genmNieman for 
the foul aspersions cast upon him by your 
giuib and venengous tongue—tbhe enuncviations of 
your shallow brain—and horsewhips being your 
chosen Weapons, I ‘hhereby invite you to meet 
me at such time and place as agreed by an 
equal number of friends to borh parivies. Re- 
spectfully. MOHARL J. EGAN. 

“This interesting epistle,” said Mr. Dart, 
‘as written in a saloon, first read to a 
crowd of drunken loafers and then entrus- 
ted to City Treasurer Nelson to carry to 
me. Nelson, who has Jost caste in Bruns- 
wick for causes that it would not be char- 
ituble for me to advert to, was himself 
very drunk and hardly knew what he was 
doing. 

“During the day I had made up my mind 
to see Egan and tell him frankly that lL 
would be glad to let bygones be bygones 
and leave Brunswick without the ill will 
of any man., So this brutal letter grieved 
and astonished me. It whs something 
that no gentleman would take cognizance 
of and I merely put it in my pocket and 
paid no further attention to it. The state- 
ment that Egan sent me word that I was 
a coward and a liar is utterly, absolutely 
false. After that until I left I] saw Egan 
frequently and he made no denunciation 
whatever. 

“Now the fact is that the whole thing 
was a put up job by certain politicians 
who wanted to goad me into some vvert act 
and thus cayse me to lose my _ position, 
knowing that a garbled account would be at 
ence rushed on to Washington.

Governor Tillman's salty criticism in 
his recent message of the federal judges 
who are obstructing the peculiar liquor 
law of South Carolina reminds The Bal- 
trmore-Sun of a good story.

As the eulpric staggered out af the door 
he turned wround, and with aul ithe seorn and 
ind.cgmat.on in bus voive which ths eondiiion 
wou.d asvow, he addressed humseif to the 
judges: ‘“Ti.s «6a pretty court,” he said, ‘to 
send a gepiieman to jail. Two of them have 
taken advantage of tle insviveat law and the 
vther one has the itca.” 

The Sun adinits that the governor's 


comments are couched in’ more classical 
language than the Muarylander employed, 
but it thinks that he is equally severe. 
It is an interesting situation. . If under 
the rulings of the federal courts the rail- 
roads under their control in the hands of 
receivers, must carry whisky = shipped 
from other states and deliver it into the 
hands of the consignees in South Caro- 
lina, it goes without suying that the state 
dispensary law cannot be generally en- 
forced. 

The final result is doubtful. The fed- 
ermal couris are powerful, but Governor 
Tillman is a man of original expedients, 
creat determination, untiring energy and 
absolute fearlessness. Since Troup was 
governor of Georgia no state has had a 
stronger Champiow of local home rule in 
the gubernatorial’ chair.

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Editor Watterson on the Wilson Bill. 

Kditor Watterson, who has had charge 
of the star-eyed goddess cf reform for 
many years, and who was conspicuous in 
his efforis at the Chicago convention to 
defeat ihe tariff straddle brought in by 
the committee on resolutions, has at last 
spoken on the new tariff bill, and what 
he says is interesting. He accepts it, 
but he is not enthusiastic.

Editor Watterson says it would not he 
fair, as among friends and brothers, for 
him to affect an enthusiasm for the Wil- 
son bill which he does not feel. He had 
hoped for a measure embodying less of 
the protective and more of the revenue 
theories of tariff legislation, but since 
there is no hope for that just now he is 
content te accept the pending measure. 
He declares that the claim set up by 
treacherous aud timorous democrats that 
the Neal plank in the platform was a 
scheme to embarrass the nomination, per- 
haps to defeat the election, of Grover 
Cleveland, is a falsehood as mean as it is 
cowardly. This is said late, but it is said 
truly. And equally true is the statement 
that the Neal plank represented the as 
pirations.of the party and the will and 
temper of the convention. 

Editor Watterson declares that the 
voters of the country of all parties want 
honest politics—plain, square issues logi- 
cally pursued to logical consequences.

iditor Watterson announces that he 
will criticise the bill, not by way of op- 
position, but for the purpose of improv- 
ing it. He wishes to disown responsi- 
bility for those features that seem to-him 
an imposition upon the countryy and to 
express disapproval of such omissions as 
ought to have been embodied in the. bill, 
reserving the right in the forthcoming 
debate to challenge whichever of its de- 
tails that may illustrate the case of free 
trade against protection. 

For the rest Editor Watterson s3%s he 
can afford to wait, and that is about the 
attitude of the people. If they cannot get 
all they want as the result of another 
Campaign, they can get something—al- 
ways holding themselves ready to push 
farther and farther in the direction: of 
reform and relief.

With the Annexation 0 West End the 
Population of Atlanta Is Nearly 120,- 
000—Next May’s Celebration. 


Today ushers in the month of Atlanta’s 
semi-centennial. 

Just fifty years ago; the 23d of De- 
cember, she donned the roves of cityhood 
and her career since that time has been 
one of conquering and to conquer! 

When she first applied to the legislature 
for a charter in 1843, she was a little one- 
horse town with more ambition than war- 
ranted expectancy and with a population 
which, at the highest guess, could not pos- 
sibly have excceded a thousand people. 

There were possibly a score of legislators 
who had never heard of Terminus, for’that 
was Atlanta’s first name, before the one 
of Marthbasville was chosen—and out of 
all the members of thaf dignified and au- 
gust body,.it is safe to say that scarcely 
ten of them had ever seen the place which 
Athus appealed to them for recognition. 

What a wonderful change from the ob- 
scure and paltry town of 1845, to the 
proud and puissant capital city of the Em 
pire State of the South! The transforma- 
tion bas simply been a miracle. No other 
word expresses it. Atlanta’s reputation is 
today the heritage of all christendom and 
the world has commenced ite regard her 
wonderful growth with a feeling of sur- 
prise .- 


“< Fifty Years Ago. 
The story of Atlanta’s growth and the 
Manner in which she has spread out in all 
directions from the aren of the artesian 
well, which may not improperly be called 
her initial center of development, is an oft- 
repeated tale, but one that acquires re- 
newed interest with each repetition. 

It may not be impertinent on this, the 
first duy of the new month whose Christ- 
mas holidays will place upon Atlanta’s brow 
the honors of her first half century,.to take 
a look backwards for the sake of realizims 
the wonderful result which has been 
achieved. * 

There was not a single railroad in the 
village at that time. It is true the termi- 
nus of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
had been fixed and work along the line 
was steadily in progress. But the road 
Was not completed until several years after- 
wards. It was not until September, 1845, 
that the Georgia railroad was completed, 
which was the first railroad to connect 
Atlanta with the outside world. 

The original appefation by which Atlanta 
was known :throughout the woods of north 
Georgia was that of “Terminus.” The 
adoption of this name grew out of the 
logic of the situattion, and was a matter of 
necessity rather than selection. The set- 
tlers had ‘to call the place something, and 
they quietly fell into saying ‘“Terminus.”’ 

There seems to be a little doubt, how- 
ever, on this point. Mrs. W. H. 
who. was familiar with the village at that 
time, says that the settlement was called 
“Termina,’” adopting the feminine noun. 
Whether this be true or not, as a matter 
of actual fact, it is well nigh certain that 
the settlers had very little regard for this 
nice distinction, aud insisted upon, calling 
the place “Terminus.” 

When application was made for a town 
charter in 18435, which application was duly 
forwarded ‘to the legislature in session «at 
Miledgeville, the town had not grown to 
any considerdble size, but there was unmis- 
takable evidence of awakened activity. 
Miss Lumpkin MNonored. 

casting about for a name, the villagers 
decided that Marthasville would be an ap- 
propriate designation. 

Governor Wilson Lumpkin, who had been 
an influential factor in the buildin’ of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and who had 
looked with favor upon the young town, 
had a beautiful daughter by the name of 
Martha, and after her the town was named. 
Marthasville continued to serve the purpose 
of the young city until 1847, when a new 
charter was obtained, and the name of 
Atlanta was acquired with it. This tatter 
lame was suggested by Mr. J. Kdear 
Thompson in a letter addressed to Mr. 
Richard Peters.

HILL MAY BE SET FREE

Chief of. Police Deitsche, of Cincinnati, 
Wires an Ultimatum. 


HILL WILL BE HELD UNTIL TOMORROW 


When He Will Be Tried on a Charge of 
Drunkennsss—If an Indictment Is 
Not Found He Will Be Freed. 


Only the very weakest and flimsiest obsta- 
cles stand between Hasry Hill and his desti- 
nation in the northwest to which he started 
when he left Atlanta a week ago today, OUOniy 
A simple charge of -drunkenness holds him. 

It is extremely probable that be will be set 
free tomorrow and allowed to continue his 
journey northward, The laws of the conm- 
mouwealth of Ohio bave a very high respect 
for personal liberty and to get a man kept in 
vile for any length of time the 
authorities must be furnished with 
iron clad papers. 

Ever since Harry Hill was arrested in a 
crap game, Chief of Police Deitsche has been 
very nervous about holding him. He is very 
keen to catch a criminal and he does not like 
to let one slip between his fingers so long as 
there is a possibility of having him prose- 
cuted. He felt sure Hill was wanted here, 
but he had no evidence of it, and he kept 
the wires between Cincinnati and Atlanta hot 
with inquiries directed to the chief of police 
here. 

Yesterday two or three messages came to 
Chief Connolly asking for specific informua- 
tion about the charges against Harry Hill. 
Yesterday forenoon the chief received a very 
decisive message from Chief Deitsche wanting 
to know just exactly when an officer would 
reach Cincinnati to take charge of Hill, what 
the charges against the alleged forger were 
aud the full amount involved. 

Chief Connolly replied to all these questions, 
told about the governor's efforts te get-infor- 
mation concerning the merits of the case, 
and requested Hill’s detention until a re- 
quisition could be secured, 

Still Chief Dietsche’s .mind was snot free 
from doubt. He still harbored a latent feel- 
ing that perhaps everything was not exactly 
proper, aud jtast night he wrote: this ulti- 
matum to ¢ ‘hie f Conbolly, which_came as fast 
as the wires could bring it: 

“Cincinnati, Ohio, November 30.-A. B. 
Connolly: Our statutes” “provide that upon 
demand o the excellency of any other 
state, a felony must he committed 
and 4 warrant or indictment be on 
file before such party can be held. In your 
cause there is nothing showing that a crime 
has been committed, but you are seeking the 
evidence to make a case. Hill is charged with 
drunkenness and his case set for final disposi- 
tion next Saturday. Unless you inform me 
at once that Hill bas committed a crime or 
filony, I cannot hold him any longer than 
Saturday, unless directed by higher author-

From this it will be seen that Hill is onl¢ 
being held on a charge of drunkenness and 
not ou any charge preferred by the Georgia 
officials. Vhe best legal authority holds tha: 
Hill can secure his release by setting forth 
in a writ of habeas corpus that there is no 
reason why he should be held longer on a 
simple charge of drunk, as he has been im- 
prisoned since Monday night. 

It is thought ceoable that Hill’s attorneys 
will sue out a writ today and secure his dis- 
charge. The grand jury will meet tomorrow 
iad take up Hill’s case, It remains to -be 
seen whether a true bill will be found or not. 
If an indictment is found by the grand jury 
there will be no trouble in securing a requisi- 
tion from the governor, and no hitch in hagy- 
ing the Cincinuati chief to hold the fugi- 
tive, 

The case is still the absorbing topic 
versation on the streets. Gre at interest has 
been manifested in this voluminous case from 
the very first, and as it stretches out and as 
charges and developments wultiply this in- 
terest grows.

Patrolman Powell Bound to Fight It Out 
If It Takes All Winter. 


NEW PAPERS WERE SENT YESTERDAY 


Anda Long Line ot Litigation Is Promised. 
Gaston Will Fight Hard Against 
Returning. . 


Officer R. C. Poweil, of Atlanta, who 


went te New York cloaked with the au- 
thority to bring baek to this city the Rev. 

Benjamin Gaston, has discovered that he 
is the agent of the state of Georgia Im 
name only.. But being a dete ‘rmined man 
he is preparing to take up winter quit 
ters in New York and wait until the Rev. 

Gaston, independent of requisitions and 
governor's demands, resolves of his own 
free will to come back to Atlanta. Powell 
is still camping on his trail in the hope 
that ‘this or something similar will come 


to pass. 

Yesterday telegraphic instruction were 
sent to Powell to remain in New York 
until requisition papers could be sent to 
Governor Flower. The papers were mm: ailed 
yesterday and will reach the governor to- 
hight. He will- act Be them and return 
them to New York Saturday. 

There is a grave question whether he 
will sign the papers or not, but if he does, 
Powell, at last feeling within hearing «dis- 
tance of success, will repear to the 
‘Tombs and joyously request a detec tive to 
with him to arrest Gaston? He'll get 
the detective, but there are a hatful of 
chances that he won't get Gaston, ‘Tne 
latter may not be found, but when he ts 
the inevitable writ of habeas corpus will 
be flounted in the Atlanta officer's face. 
He will then have to go down into his 
pocket and produce some money to pay an 
attorney to defend his rights. 

‘The omnipotent habeas corpus will likely 
prove too much for the officer again, and 
as likely as not Gaston will be released 
from custody. That'll occur about next 
Monday or Tuesday and Officer Powell 
will get a telegram from the chief to come 
home, Gaston or no Gaston.

Deady Sir: Governor Flower directs me to 
return\ to you the enclosed requisition for 
the sunrender of Benjamin Gaston, whieh 
was received this morning, the same being de- 
fective and objectionable in several respects. 
There is no indictment with the requisitior, 
and the «affidavit upon which it was made 
was not taken before a magistrate, as requ-r- 
ed by the Wnited States statute, but before a 
notary public. 

More than two years have now elapsed 
since the transaction referred to in the affi- 
davit, and no explanation of delay ism: ide, 
or any reason given for not having obta. ned 
an indictment which the governor thinks 
ought to be done in a ease of this kind. 

The atfidavit simply alleges that the repre- 
sentations made by the defendan® were false 
and so known to him. It would be more sat- 
isfactory to show what knowledge the person 
making the affidayit has as togthe falsity of 
the representation, It is also difficult to un- 
derstand just what the representation was 
that fnduced the complainant t purchase one 
share of stock in the United States and Congo 
National Emigration Steamship Company, the 
valine of which could not possibly be etrected 
by the truth or untruth of several of the state- 
ments Gaston is said to have merde. 

The governo” is of the opinion that 
the papers presented he ought not to 
this warrant for Gaston's arrest and surren- 
der, but will be pleased to reconsider the 
Case upon the produetion of such papers as 
the statute and prosecution require, Very re.
